There fs no doubt in my mind that the intent of Ordinance #10-800

My concern, as an active amateur, interested in mobile operation, is 
the high-handed approach to "enforcement" being taken by the police 
on the beat. This is evidenced. by the repeated stopping of cars just 
because they have an antenna which an officer feels is longer (or 
shorter) than necessary, : 


Like most hams, I pay an additional fee each year for the privelege 
of having a call-letter ligense plate. The prime reason for this, or 
any registration plate, is to assist the police in identifying the 
vehicle and the owner, yet the average policeman stops cars without 
even noting the license, This ts eveidenced by the surprise he shows 
when told that one fs a ham, 


Now I do not pretend to believe that no ham would, or does, monitor 
police calls. I would like ta point out, however, that the person 
who wants to do this for ttlegal purposes is not iikely to stick an 
eight foot whip on hfs car! Not with all the "dissuise” antennas

"3 don®t spout off much, but when I do.ocsooo0e The passage, a 
17, 19657, and the subsequent enforcement attempis of Bill #2691 
amending Chapter 10-800 of the Philadelphia Cade has caused con= 
siderable apprehensign in the minds of those ot us whose hobby fs 
radio,

Let me make completely clear that I am in favor cf any regulation 
which impairs, deters, or penalizes wreck Chasersy ambulance 
chasers, and the use of information obtaine: from safety services 
monitoring to incite civil disturbance or to confuse delegated 
authority, The principle of ‘what you do with what you hear’ has 
been used as a bais for determining violation of the Secrecy of 
Communications for many years. 


Section 10-817 however, prohibits listening, manufacture, owner= 
ship, sale, possession. It would seem that the City Fathers see fit 
to transmit their police and fire information °in the clear’, and 
then elevate themselves to a position of determining who shall hear 
these gems, If these transmissions were scrambled or otherwise 
Giscreet, some credence could be given to a claim of wilful inter- 
ception, | 


Further, it is unlawful to manufacture such receivers. Perhaps 
Lafayette, Allied, Monitor, Hallicrafters, and even the big ones 
such as GE, Motorola, and RCA may be violating this ill-conceived 
rule, Section (3) exempts news media. Can it be that the Council 
was reluctant to tread on the toes which might effect their re- 
election? 


It might seem that I am angered because the ordinance tends to 
prevent me from listening to the Philadelphia Police and Fire De-~ 
partments, Not so. I do not listen to them. I am concerned that any 
city council or municipal government should deem its position so 
lofty as to determine for me what and who I shall meats The tron

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The following is a copy 27 tne ordinance recently adopted by the City 
of Philadelphia regarding vassesion of certain radio equipment. No 
responsitility can be taken by the BLURB for the lega! accuracy of 
the texto 


Bill Number 2691 

Section !. Chapter 10-800 of the Philadelphia Code, relating to safe= 
ty in connection with individual conduct and activity, is amended as 
follows: 


1028/7 Police and Fire Radio Broadcasts 


(1) No unauthorized person shall intercept or interfere wi*.n tg 
police or fire radio broadcast, No person shal! manufacturc, ow 
possess, sell, or transfer any radio which is capable of recef 
ing or interfering with police or fire radio broadcasts, 

No person shall alter any radfo receiver or converter in any 
manner so that the receiver or converter makes it possible to 
interfere with or receive police or fire radio broadcasts, 


(2) Confiscation, Any radio receiver capable of receiving police 
and fire broadcasts shall be presumed to be used for that purpose 
and any police officer is authorized to impound the receiver and 
hold {t until the owner arranges for it to be re-equipped so 

that ft will not be capable of receiving police or fire radio 
broadcasts, If the owner does not make such arrangements within 

a period of thirty days, the receiver shal! be destroyed, 


(3) Exemptions, Sections 10-817 (1) and (2) shall not apply to 
any law enforcement agency or any public news media. 


(4) Penalty. The penalty for violation of this section shall be 

a fine of not less than one-hundred dollars ($100) and not more 

than three-hundred dollars ($300), together with imprisonment of 
not less than thirty days or more than ninety days.
